SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article — Health Occupations

(A) A PHYSICIAN MAY NOT REPRESENT TO THE PUBLICEHROUGH AN
ADVERTISEMENT, THAT THE PHYSICIAN IS CERTIFIED BY A PUBLIC OR PRIVATE
BOARD, INCLUDING A MULTIDISCIPLINARY BOARD, OR THAT THE PHYSICIAN IS
BOARD CERTIFIED UNLESS:

(1) PHYSICIAN DISCLOSES THE
FULL NAME OF THE BOARD FROM WHICH THE PHYSICIAN IS CERTIFIED AND THE
NAME OF THE SPECIALTY OR SUBSPECIALTY IN WHICH THE PHYSICIAN IS
CERTIFIED; AND

(2) THE CERTIFYING BOARD MEETS ONE OF THE FOLLOWING
REQUIREMENTS:

(I) THE CERTIFYING BOARD IS:

1. A MEMBER OF THE AMERICAN BOARD OF
MEDICAL SPECIALTIES; OR

2. AN AMERICAN OSTEOPATHIC ASSOCIATION
CERTIFYING BOARD:;
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(I1) THE CERTIFYING BOARD HAS BEEN APPROVED BY THE
BOARD; OR

(I11) THE CERTIFYING BOARD REQUIRES THAT, IN ORDER TO
BE CERTIFIED, THE PHYSICIAN+H :

1. COMPLETE A POSTGRADUATE TRAINING
PROGRAM THAT:

+ A. PROVIDES COMPLETE TRAINING IN THE
SPECIALTY OR SUBSPECIALTY; AND

2.B. IS ACCREDITED BY THE ACCREDITATION
COUNCIL FOR GRADUATE MEDICAL EDUCATION OR THE AMERICAN
OSTEOPATHIC ASSOCIATION; AND

2. BE CERTIFIED BY THE MEMBER BOARD OF THE
AMERICAN BOARD OF MEDICAL SPECIALTIES OR THE AMERICAN
OSTEOPATHIC ASSOCIATION IN THE TRAINING FIELD.

(B) A physician may advertise only as permitted by the rules and regulations
of the Board AND BN-ACCORBANCE-WITH SUBJECT TO SUBSECTION (A) OF THIS
SECTION.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, on or before December
31, 2012, each health occupation board established under the Health Occupations
Article shall submit any existing regulations or policies governing advertising by the
health care practitioners regulated by the board to the Senate Education, Health, and
Environmental Affairs Committee and the House Health and Government Operations
Committee.

SECTION 2- 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take
effect October 1, 2012.
